A valuation trial followed, 
beginning on Sept. 17, to deter- 
mine the land's fair price. The 
district argued for a fair mar- 
ket price of $10 million. the 
former owners argued for at 
least $18 million. The differ- 
ence was based on different 
views regarding the potential 
to get the land use changes 
necessary to develop the prop- 
erty as a residentidl subdivi- 
sion with a density of about 1,5 
units per acre, and the eco- 
nomic viability of such'a devel- 
opment, if the land use 
changes were made, The per- 
mitted land use at the time of 
the taking was agricultural, 


and one residential unit per 10 
acres, . 


The verdict came in at $11 ` 


million. District officials say 
this price validated their view 
that subdivision-type residen- 
tial development west of 
Wellington is not likely in the 
foreseeable future. 

“The district is pleased," said 
Bill Malone, diréctor of the dis- 
trict's construction and land 
management department. 
"Thousands of acres of land 
must be acquired for the Ever- 
glades Project. The critical 
issue on many parcels is the 
extent to which future develop- 
ment is feasible. This verdict 
should help resolve that."

AS such, they incorporate and pre- 
sent information in a way so 25 to influ- 
ence the reader's support or nonsupport 
of a particular issue. We believe that the 
public has a right to expect that informa- 
tion presented inthe form of an opinion 
should always be based on facts. 

We also believe that the public's inter- 
est is best served when that information 
is presented in as much detail as possible. 
Otherwise, an expressed opinion about 
an already coniplex issue may only make 
the issue more complicated and confuse 
the reader in the process. ~

Handling А Dip Net 
When there's money, or a 
trophy fish on the line, it's. 
great to have someone in the 
boat who knows how to handle 
a dip net. It's always best to 
play your fish long enough to 
wear it down so as to avoid 
excessive thrashing near 
the boat. 
If the fish appears to be 
| hooked well place the net in 
the water and lead the fish over 
it. Always try to get the fish in 
the net, head first. Keep the net 
close to the boat so as not to > 
spook the fish until it is close 
enough to net.
